The banqueters were1 called to order, at 
the Nachusa. promptly at 8 o’clock by 
the Honorable Henry 1» 
Dement, and 
the Divine blessing was invoked by tlit* 
Rev. Mr. Miller. 
After satisfying the inner man 
the 
g athering was addressed by Captain De 
Hi *nt as follows: 
He said that thoug h Dr Plummer, J udg e 
Crabtree and other 
comrades had said 
that the chairman had no rig ht to intlict 
a speech he proposed to g iv e them a talk 
"I have alw ays thoug ht that the Kith 
was composed of as g ood men for soldiers 
as any reg iment that ever mustered in­ 
to tlie U. S. service. 
I believe they were 
able physically as well as mentally to do 
as much for their country, and did their 
part as well as the same number of men 
in any reg iment that went to the front. 
They foug ht as well as any reg iment even 
if they didn't lose as 
many men. 
We 
may never meet again, some of us will 
fall by the w ay tide before another year 
has past. 
This reg iment is as much e n ­ 
titled to credit as any that went to the 
front. 
We were ready to g o to Wilson 
Creek but our officer*- did not so order. 
W e were ready to g o to Pea Ridg e but 
our officers thoug ht we would be of more 
use at Holla. 
We marched from Pea 
Ridg e to Helana. 700 miles, and if any 
reg iment suffered ours did 
O ften we 
w ent for hours and hours without any 
w ater whatever 
There was scarcely a 
well man in the regiment when w< reach 
Oil Helena. 
Then we Went to Chickasaw 
Rayou and it ha** been said that if our 
reg iment had been supported w< 
would 
have taken the first of the Rebel lines 
At Ring g old Gap you maintained your 
position unsupported, at Mission Ridge 
you did your mission well, and in conclu 
sion I will say that you aided your coun 
try well in enlisting in the first regiment 
that was mustered into the service of the 
U n ited States 
T hen follow ed little talks by comrade * 
as they were called upon 
After a song by the Ladies’ Quartette 
J u d g e Crabtree spoke us follows of Col 
W ym an 
I h a v n ’t had five minute - to t hi n k of 
w h at to say about Col. Wy man and it 
seem s to me almo-t superfiuou 
to say 
anything . 
You w ho served 
w ith him 
from J un e 18 01 to the ti m e of his d e a t h 
kn ow him better than 1 
fur you 
were 
w ith him long er. 
The first 1 remember 
of him 
he was .Superintend« ut of the 
I. C. R R. before the* war 
I remember 
his com in g to Dixon to drill a 
military Co 
in the old Union Hall. 
He had pre vious 
to that been captain of the Chic ag o “ L ight 
Guards," one of the best in the 
U nited 
States, 
I remember still later I was reading law 


in Dixon w h en the war broke out and b e­ 
tween the 12th and 17lh of April Captain 
Wyman cam e to my office to do som e 
b usiness before g oing aw ay 
He said to 
me “ J ohn we are g oing to have war and 
I am g oing to have som ething to do w ith 
it." 
I said, ‘i f you go, I am g oin g with 
you ’ 
T he next 1 heard of him he was 
at Springfield and then next w as with us. 
From that time on you know all about 
him as Colonel of the R eg im ent. 
I re­ 
member at Holla he detailed Chas. W il 
liams and 1 to take charg e of a stock of 
g oods and am ong those g oods were sevi ral 
barrels of liquor. 
T he Colonel came to 
my room at 2 o'clock in the m orning and 
told me of the disaster at W ilson’s Creek. 
He was very much 
affected over the 
death of Gen Lyon.
